What follows are excerpts of my conversations 
with Curt Hennig, Dynamite Kid, Rip Oliver, The 
Assassin, and Billy Jack. 

; Curt Hennig: “Quite 
frankly, I’m very happy that 
Buddy and Dynamite Kid and 
his crew had a falling out. | 
never really felt that Buddy 
had it in him to accept the 
hatred of the fans, and | 
guess he finally realized that 
as well. | don’t mind telling 
you, when The Assassin and 
Rip Oliver joined in with Dynamite Kid and started 
attacking Rose, | felt kind of good about it. You 
know, it’s kind of like watching a bunch of thieves 
argue over how to split the loot; you just sit back 
and laugh to yourself. But when Rose came out of 
the attack bleeding like a stuck pig, | got a sick 
feeling in the pit of my stomach. | had to help him. 
Now, a couple of months later, I’m glad | did. He’s 
become a good friend in a short time.” 

Dynamite Kid: ‘That fat slob! It’s all his fault, 
he’s the one who screwed up our finishing move 
against Curt Hennig and Billy Jack. I'll never forget 
that night. It was so easy, it was so simple. He 
didn’t have to work that hard, but no—his fat 
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stomach got in the way. Idiot! He’s 
only buying himself some time right 
now, I'll tell you that. He may have a 
bunch of goody-two-shoe fools like 
Hennig and Jack watching his back 
for him, but that won't last long.

Rip Oliver: “I really don’t worry 
myself about Rose. Hell, he’s better off where he 
is and so am |. The Assassin and | took the 
Pacific Northwest tag team championship away 
from him and Brian Adidas, and we didn’t have to 
work too hard to do it. Besides, this way | know 
where we stand with each other. He can’t stand 
me and | can’t stand him. A couple of months 
ago, we were tag team partners and we didn’t 
know what the hell we thought of each other. Hell, 
it might have been me and Rose as a team in- 
stead of Adidas and Rose. What a_ horrible 
thought! If | had Rose for a partner, | probably 
wouldn’t be the champion | am today!” 

The Assassin: “‘It all 
shows how stupid Rose 
and Hennig and Jack 
are. First of all, Rose 
doesn’t know who he 
wants to be. He’s unsta- 
ble. Does he want to be 
successful or does he 
want to pander to the 
fans? He has no idea. 
Second, Jack and 
Hennig are stupid to trust Rose and believe that 
he’s their friend. What’s to prevent Rose from 
turning on them the way he turned on us? Bah! 
They're all a bunch of fools. I’m glad | don’t have 
to associate with them. I’d rather just beat them 
senseless whenever the opportunity presents 
itself.” 

Billy Jack: ‘| can’t say how happy | am that 
Buddy has changed for the better. It’s opened up - 
an entire new world of possibilities for him here in 
the Pacific Northwest, and | know the fans are just 
as happy about it as | am. In fact, Buddy and | 
have a scheduled match where we’re going to 
team up with Andre the Giant soon in a six-man 
tag team match.

T’S NO FUN being around Ted 

DiBiase. The man is consumed by 
demons I’m grateful I’ll never 
know. Fate forced him to become a 

* rulebreaker. There was never a man 
less suited for the task. 

DiBiase, away from the crowds, 
is a silent, sad man. Most rule- 
breakers are by nature solitary men, 
never daring to get too close to any- 
one. Betrayal is to be expected and 
friendship is always suspect. Some 
rulebreakers compensate by behay- 
ing rudely, others tend to lapse into 
the ridiculous. DiBiase has no pro- 
tective covering. He’s overwhelmed 
by people’s hatred. Nothing in his 
life ever prepared him for the lonely 
life of a rulebreaker. Unprepared, 
he suffers like no man in wrestling. 
It makes one wonder how long he 
can emotionally survive. 

If there was ever a man unsuited 
to lead the difficult life of a rule- 
breaker, it’s Ted DiBiase. In his 
youth, he was one of the golden 
boys. Everything in life came easy to 
him. Even when he had to work at 
something, it was something he 
loved and he enjoyed the toil. People 
flocked to him, hoping some of his 
magic would rub off on them. There 
were about 20 boys in his high 
school who were popular simply be- 
cause they were his friend. Life was 
good. 

When DiBiase entered wrestling, 
there was no doubt he’d be a fan fa- 
vorite. He wasn’t a great wrestler 
but the fans adored him. He took 
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Ted DiBiase leaps from the top rope to deliver an elbowsmash at a bent-over Tito Santana. 
Unlike most so-called rulebreakers, Ted is very deeply affected by the negative reaction of 
his former fans. 


their adoration as his due; he was 
accustomed to being adored. DiBiase 
is the kind of guy who reveled in be- 
ing a hero. He fed on cheers as if 
they were oxygen. The golden boy 





grew to a golden man.

HE TWO MEN pictured on 

this page might be the most 
visible people in professional wres- 
tling today, yet they are virtually 
unknown. Nick Patrick and 
Scrappy McGowan enforce the law 
of professional wrestling. 

As referees employed by World 
Championship Wrestling, 
McGowan and Patrick are seen on 
national television for three hours 
every week, more than Valerie 
Bertinelli, Tom Selleck, and Cathy 
Lee Crosby combined. Yet they 
could probably walk unnoticed 
down any main street in America. 

I sat at a table at a Howard 
Johnson’s restaurant in Columbus, 
Ohio, with the two referees. We 
had come in with Pez Whatley and 
Tommy Rich, but we let them get 
their own table. I figured that the 
attention Rich and Whatley would 
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attract would disrupt my interview 
with McGowan and Patrick. 

We sat there and ordered as, 
across the dining room, the wres- 
tlers were entertaining a husband 
and wife who had been at the 
matches that evening. I asked Pat- 
rick and McGowan about their rel- 
ative anonymity. 

“It’s funny in a way,’ Patrick 
said. ‘When we’re in the ring, ev- 
eryone knows who we are. Maybe 
not by name, maybe not by face, 
but they see the shirt. I think they 
only see the shirt. People will walk 
by me in public and they'll think 
they know me from somewhere. 
But they never seem to put the face 
and the name together.” 

‘‘Sometimes when I’m working,” 
McGowan said, ‘‘I’ll wear a black 
shirt and leave the striped one in 
my bag. I think I blend in better,

I’m not so noticeable. I guess we 
don’t mind not being the stars. We 
leave the stardom to guys like Pez 
and Tommy. They have a... I 
guess it’s a kind of electricity about 
them. And anyway, it’s not our 
place to be the stars. We’re there to 
do a job.” 

‘Being a_ referee,’ Patrick 
added, ‘‘is like being a cameraman 
on a movie. You don’t see a cam- 
eraman’s name on a movie mar- 
quee, just as you don’t hear Gor- 
don Solie telling the fans that we’ll 
be refereeing in Chattanooga. You 
just do your, job, and sometimes, 
you’re appreciated for doing it.’’ 

“Y’m not asking for roses,” 
McGowan said, “but once in a 
while it would be nice to get a 
positive word or two. If we make a 
mistake, we hear about it immedi- 
ately. But I can count the compli- 
ments I’ve gotten on the fingers of 
one hand.” 

Even though these two men 
don’t get a great deal of positive 
feedback from the wrestlers, they 
do receive it from-each other. ‘‘We 
watch each other work,”’ 
McGowan said. ‘‘While everyone 
else is looking at the wrestlers, 
we’re watching each other. When 1 
watch Scrappy in the ring, I’m 
looking for him to be in the right 
position at the right time. That’s 
the most important thing. 

**You have to be able to spot the 
choke. You have to be on the can- 
vas to count the pinfall. Scrappy is 
smaller than I am, but he’s faster. 
He moves around the ring as fast 
as any of the wrestlers. That’s what

HERE’S A DOORWAY in 

the Reunion Arena in Dallas 
that leads from one set of dressing 
rooms to the main arena itself.

“You Decide: Should The Claw- 
hold Be Banned?” 

“Look, this isn’t any kind of a 
binding vote,” I responded. ‘‘All 
this does is gauge the fans’ opin- 
ions regarding the clawhold. You 
know as well as I do that people 
have been trying to ban the claw 
for years, but nothing’s ever come 
of it. All we wanted to do in that 
article was to find out how the fans 
felt about the issue.” 

Kevin grabbed the magazine out 
of my hands. ‘*What about this?’ 
he asked as he began reading, 
***The results of our fan poll will 
be printed in the Spring edition of 
Wrestling 84 and will be forwarded 
to wrestling officials across the 
country.’ ”’

commissions, the same way the 
piledriver is banned in some states 
but still legal in others?” 

“T don’t know if theyll ban it 
worldwide,’’ David replied, ‘‘but 
P’ll quit if they do. The claw is as 
much a part of me as my name, I 
use it often, and it’s helped me win 
a lot of matches. You see, some 
people who use the claw abuse it. 
They apply it too long and too sa- 
distically, and it winds up doing a 
lot of damage. 

“1 don’t apply the claw to do 
damage, I use it to control my op- 
ponent, the same way someone else 
would use a headlock to control an 
opponent, I'll tell you, I'll be wait- 
ing to see how the fans react to this 
vote. I think a lot of people in 
wrestling will be waiting to see 
which way the fans’ opinion 
swings.”’ 

I left David’s dressing room so 
he could shower and change. I re- 
turned to that doorway and stood 
alone, watching Kevin Von Erich 
wrestle Jim Garvin. Above the. 
cheering crowd I could hear a ‘small 
group of fans chanting, ‘‘Use the 
claw! Use the claw!”’ 

Kevin didn’t use the claw in that 
match, but that. was by his own 
choice. Someday, perhaps sooner 
than some people would like to 
think, none of the Von Erichs, or 
anyone else for that matter, will be 
able to use the claw in any of their

in the history of the sport 
have attained the kind of success 
and reputation that Masked Su- 
perstar currently enjoys.

fied—to accept. 

For 54% years, Backlund has de- 
fended the title that had been en- 
trusted to him. He has defeated at 
least 20 wrestlers whose names will 
be remembered as being among the 
roughest athletes this sport has ever 
produced. He’s been a fair cham- 
pion, an honest champion, an ac- 
tive champion. He’s done all that 
he could to maintain the honor of 
the WWE title. But now, because 
of circumstances that he does not 
have the power to control, the 
prestige of the WWF championship 
is at its lowest point ever. 

The WWF has come _ under 
heavy criticism recently for its 
adopted policy of only offering title 
matches to men who choose to 
break the rules. The sport of wres- 
tling, as everyone is certainly 
aware, thrives when wrestlers of 
opposing styles are matched up. 
Wrestling is very similar to boxing 
in that respect. A fight between a 
slick boxer and a brawler is always 
going to be more pleasing to view 
than a fight between two slick box- 
ers. In wrestling, a match between 
a scientific wrestler and a rule- 


breaker is going to create more fan 
interest than a match between two 
scientific wrestlers. The formula has 
passed the test of time, WWF pro- 
moters feel, and there is no need to 
tamper with it. 

Ask Tito Santana if there is any 
need to tamper with it. But make 
sure that you have at least an hour 
to kill. Tito has a very definite 
opinion on the WWF’s discrimina- 
tory title-match policy. He has pub- 
licly taken his anger out on Back- 
lund, something for which he is 
very sorry. As Backlund’s friend, 
he should know that Bob is not at 
fault. 

“It upsets me more than any- 
thing to hear a man like Tito blame 
me because he can’t get a title 
shot,’’ Backlund says. ‘‘Why would 
anyone think that I would prefer to 
step into the ring against a guy like 
Masked Superstar rather than wres- 
tle a true sportsman like Tito 
Santana? I wrestle whomever the 
WWE deems the top challenger. I 
am not permitted voluntary de- 
fenses. That’s the way it is in the 
WWE.” 

Although he won’t go on the

record as saying it, Backlund must 
be deeply hurt by all the criticism 
directed at his title lately. Inside 
Wrestling, which had _ always 
viewed the WWF title on an equal 
level with the NWA and AWA ti- 
tles, mow recognizes the WWF 
championship as no more presti- 
gious than a strong regional cham- 
pionship. And the mail we’ve re- 
ceived has been overwhelmingly in 
favor of our stance. 
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and that was not our intention. 
Bob Backlund should not have to 
suffer for a policy over which he 
has no control. As the WWF title 
suffers in the wake of public criti- 
cism, so does its proud borrower. 
Still, he is as gracious to us as he’s 
ever been. “I understand where 
you people are coming from,”’ the 
champion says. “I don’t agree with 
your policy, but I understand why 
you feel you have to do what 
you’re doing.

I 
can’t hate anymore. I feel nothing. 

“*That’s what makes me danger- 
ous. I don’t give a damn. Win or 
lose, what the hell? Give me your 
best, pal. Nothing scares me. 

**People get all hot and bothered 
about this glove I’m wearing. Now I 
say it’s to protect me from an in- 
jury. They say it’s a loaded glove. 
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so I wouldn’t run into people who 
remembered and hated Ted DiBiase.
